are idit that in Pittsburg and the neigh 
boring towns more than 50,000 men art 
without work, and other Western indust 
rial centers report similar discouraging 
conditions. 
It is very unjust in the reporter to say 
that publishing the news, a duty that a 
newspaper owes its subscribers, i» the ad 
of a viciousness. 
There should be uo 
partisan bickering over these matters at 
tins time, but words of hope should bt 
extended to the people. 
All alike are afflicted with the present 
»tale of the country and it is the patriotic 
duty of everyone, ami especially the news 
papers, to cease quarreling over matter* 
that cannot now be helped, save by the 
united efforts of all. The leading Repub 
lie an editors of the country lalk very fail 
ly in regard to the hard times, and indeed 
gem rally urge their members of congress 
to M8»ist President Cleveland in bis great 
desire for a repeal of the silver purchasing 
law. 
There is no hope for him through 
the aid of his own parly in either branch 
of congress and it will require much unity 
on the part of the Republicans to carry 
out the Presided!'* wishes in that behalf
